and improve the standard of living and the environment in which the Oneida people live;

WHEREAS, the Oneida Comprehensive Health Division has an existing Diabetes Program whose goal 

is to improve the health of individuals and our community and provide the most up-to-date 
care; and 

 
WHEREAS, the Oneida Comprehensive Health Division has been a recipient of the Indian Health 

Services Special Diabetes Program for Indians grant for several years; and 
 
NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Oneida Nation authorizes and submits a grant application 
to the Indian Health Services for the Special Diabetes Program for Indians in the amount of $807,540.00 
for CY2023 and beyond through CY2027.
